Elaine Has Not Enough 
Votes In The Senate To 


Put Bill Through 


_Gov. laine today was gathering 


his forces for the supreme test of 
the present legislative session to- 
morrow, when his 
administration 


income tax bill will come to a vote 
in the senate. 


A check-up of the "upper house 


indicates that the Elaine bill is in 
jeopardy. 
Its passage 
is very 


doubtful. 
The only way in which 


the administration 
measure can 


secure approval of the senate, !n the 
opinion of Blaine supporters, 
is 


through the aid of several stalwart 
votes. An effort is being made to 
line up several conservatives. 


It has been assumed that the 


three 'Socialist senators might hold 
the balance of power on the matter 
of tax reform. 
It is 
estimated 


now, however, that even should 
they be won over by the adoption 
of their amendments, the governor's 
bill at the present time can be 
conceded only sixteen votes, less 
than the needed majority. 


Senators E. T. Ridgway, Elfchorn 


and Senator Titus, Fond du Lac, 
have announced that they will not 
support any tax measure which re- 
peals the personal property offset 
clause of the present law. That 
Senator Herman J. Sevei-son, lola, 
author of another big income tax 
bill, also will vote_ against the gov-r 
ernor's measure, is generally con- 
ceded. Senators Herman Bilgrien, 
Iron Ridge, and 
George Studen- 


meyer, Portage, have 
been listed 
as "doubtful." Granting that they 
will be swung into line at the last 
minute, there will be only twelve*or 
thirteen Progressive votes for the 
tax bill, it is said. 
— •Byen/ririend'S- of- the-ifovenor-poinfr; 
out that if the three Socialists" 
could be won over the votes of oth- 
er Progressives who have been on 
the fence would then be lost and 
nothing would be gained. 


The most vital 
amendments to 


the Blaine bill were offered by So- 
cialist senators.

turn about thirty-three per cent of 
the income tax collections to the lo- 
calities; Students of the Blaine bill 
say that the 
Hirsch amendment 


could not be adotped without throw- 
ing the whole proposition out of 
gear. The only way to repeal mill 
taxes,and surtaxes 
would be to 


leave the income tax money appor- 
tionment as proposed, they say. 


Another Socialist amendment of- 


fered by Senator Walter Polakow- 
ski would repeal the personal prop- 
erty offset provision of the income 
tax law.

Care of Food in Summer—Great 


caro is needed in the summer so 


, that food 
will not 
spoil. 
Some 


i homemakcrs manage to pet along 
without a refrigerator in the win- 
ter, but it is almost an impossibil- 
ity to do this in the summer unless 
one has a very cool cellar or, if 
living in the. country, there is a cool, 
old fashioned spring house. 
The 


city apartment house dweller us- 
uaily has a modern refrigerator as 
a part of the equipment in her flat. 
Butler, milk, oleomargarine, short- 
ening, eggs, 
meats, 
salads 
and 


vegetables cannot be 
kept fresh 


without the aid of ice. It is our 
best friend in combating food, da- 
composition and for this reason a 
necessity in every home. 
Meats 


should be unwrapped, placed on a 
china plate, and pat in the refrig- 
erator, but never directly upon th? 
ice. 
Fresh salad niateri.ils should 


!>e cleaned, wrapped in muslin bag 


kept for the purpose and also plac- 
ed in the ice box. Fruits, vege- 
tables and leftovers need the same 
cool receptacle for their keeping. 
Salt and sugar should be kept in 
closed jars, so that no ants or other 
insects that are about in summer 
can find egress. In fact, all cereals, 
spices, coffee, tea, baking powder, 
etc., should be kept in tightly fit- 
ting cans or jars. The vinegar 
bottle, should never be left uncork- 
ed so as to tempt flies and to lose 
its strength, and the same may be 
said of tho syrup bottle and other 
bottles containing -various extracts. 
Even the flour needs 
special 
at- 


'tention in summer. It should be 
placed in a can with a lid that 
closes and kept in a 
cool 
place. 


Keeping everything'as cool as pos- 
sible should be the big aim of the 
homemaker in summer. All canned 
goods keep better in cool places 
and fresh fruits soon rot unless 
there is some cool place in which 
to keep them.

sours 


and butter becomes oil. Keep the 
ice box well filled.

Ninety days ago the Simmons Co. 
head of Kenosha was denouncing 
members of the 
legislature 
and 


threatening to move out of the state 
because of hostile tax legislation. 
To-day the Simmons Co. was seek- 
ing the passage of a bill in the leg- 
islature which will give the com- 
pany additional land on which to 
build a new factory. 
Assembly- 


man Shearer of Kenosha arguing 
for the measure said that the bill 
ought to be passed because if the 
new factory is bnil it "will bring 
10,000 additional people to 
Ken- 


osha. 
Tha bill was passed without op- 


position in the assembly. 
The bill was opposed by the Ken- 
osha Aerie of Eagles. The follow- 
ing statement was sent to the' leg- 
islature by the Eagles_: 
"The Kenosha Aerie acojuted in 


1910 certain real estate on the lake 
shore for the purpose of erecting 
a club house and the ownership car- 
ried with it riparian rights. 
The 


Aerie thereafter 
erected a club 


house and has an 
investment of 


$186,000.00. 
In order that chapter 


230 of the laws 'of 1919 might be 
enacted, the Aerir surrendered to 
the City 6f Kenosha 
its 
riparian 


rights solely upon the representa- 
tion of the officers of the city that 
the land proposed would be used 
for park purposes only. The legis- 
lature had no power to cede such 
.lands to the city if the real intent 
was to convey the same to the Sim- 
mons Company. 
The 
Aerie did 


not then suspect that the Simmons 
Company had a design to acquire 
such submerged lands for industrial 
purposes, jhe Simmons ipompany 
could not then have acquired the 
submerged lands directly from the 
legislature because the Aerie would 
not have surrendered: its riparian 
rights. 


"The city now seeks, by the pass- 


age of these bills, to exchange such 
submerged larid for 
other 
lands, 


with tne Simmons Company in the 
Town of Somers, north of Kenosha, 
to be used for park purposes. The 
value of such submerged lands to 
the Simmons Company, or for fu- 
ture park purposes, and now held 
by the City of Kenosha, is far in 
excess of the value of the unim- 
proved lands intended to 
be 
ex- 


changed therefor. 
The acquisition

lature that this is not the proper time to 
enact laws on" taxation and unemploy- 
ment, that more "study" should be given 
to these subjects and that interim com- 
mittees should be named to investigate 
these questions and report at the 
1925 


session of the legislature—hoping, of 
course, that the reactionaries will be in 
control of the 1925 legislature. 


"That ever studious organ of the reac- 


tionaries, The Sentinel, thinks that the 
whole tax program ought to go over un-

ployment question needs more "study".

Where Will They Go? 


T 


HE decision of the Illinois Supreme 
court holding that the Illinois sol- 


diers' bonus law is constitutional will 
make it extremely difficult for the Mil- 
waukee Commerce Assn, and other Wis- 
consin manufacturers to threaten that 
its -members will move to Illinois if Wis- 
consin forces them to pay fair taxes. 


The Elinois bonus law means the state 


of Illinois will sell $55,000,000 of sol- 
diers' bonus bonds. Presumably these 
will be ^20-year bonds, which will mean 
that the taxpayers of Illinois will have 
to raise $2,750,000 a year for 20 years 
to pay off the principal of- the bonds and 
will have to pay the interest for the next 
20 years in addition. . 


The interest charge of the first year 


will be another $2,200,000 and will mean 
that the taxpayers of Illinois next year 
will have to raise $4,950,000 to meet the 
principal and interest on this debt. 


This sum alone is as great & burden as 


the $5,000,000 tl^ Wisconsin taxpayers 
would have to .pay'if the personal prop- 
erty offset tax clause should be repealed. 


While Wisconsin paid its soldiers' bon- 


us in cash and left no burden for future, 
years, conservative state "business" ad- 
ministrations, beside Illinois with its 
$55,000,000 soldier bonus, are planning 
to issue $25,000,000 soldier bonus bonds 
in Kansas and $22,000,000 in Iowa. Al- 
together $400,000,000 in these bonds 
have been issued by the -different states 
whose conservative administrations are 
afraid to levy a single tax to eliminate 
this burden, as was done in Wisconsin 
and North Dakota. 


This makes more puzzling the question 


of where business would migrate if it 
left Wisconsin.

[To The Editor]—The moat important prob- 


lems facing the legislature are taxation and 
education. The two principal burdens of taxa- 
tion are the highways and the school taxes. It 
is quite certain that the Ie-gislature will do the 
right thing on the highway tax, that is, in- 
crease the license fees on automobiles and the 
gasoline tax. 


The school question is more difficult. I be- 


lieve that the country school tax is funda- 
mentally wrong. It is the duty of the state 
and no; the local comnrunity to educate the 
children. This was recognized in 1885 when the 
original mill tax was passed. The mill tax was 
a levy of one mill tax on all the taxable prop- 
erty in hte state for country schools, and the 
same distributed among the children of school 
age per capita. 
Since then the mill tax has 


been reduced to 7-10 of a mill and1 out of this 
several hundred thousand dollars are appro- 
priated for other purposes. 


The policy of the state has been to increase 


the cost of education by increasing the price 
to pay teachers, making the minimum price 
now $75 per month, and also by requiring more 
apparatus and better school buildings. 
We 


used to be able to build 
a 
schoolbouse and 


equip it for from $1200 to $1500. Now it costs 
more than $5000. Less aid is now given by the 
state and this extra burden has fallen on.the 
local community. 


Another injustice is the method of the pres- 


ent system of distribution under which 
an 


equal amount is distributed to all children be- 
tween the ages of four ar.d 20. Wo have com- 
munities fn this state that have an assessed 
valuation of less than $1,000 for every child of 
school age ir. the school district, while in other 
localities there is an assessed valuation of 
$100,000 for each child of school age, and still 
those districts that have an assessed valuation 
of 5100,000 to every child get as much state 
aid per child as districts that have less than 
$1,000 valuation to each child/ 'We can readily 
see that the cost of common school education 
for the children of school age is very unevenly 
divided. Why should not the rich localities that 
have few children help pay to take care of the 
education cf the children of the state just as 
•Tr.uch as a wealthy man in a school district 
who has no children attending school helps pay 
for the education of other childrefc in the dis- 
trict ? 


The true principle is that the whole state 


gives every child a good, sound elementary ed- 
ucation, and naturally the entire property of 
the state should be taxed to educate the chil- 
dren. Whether this is done by devoting the in- 
come tnx to that purpose or making a prop- 
erty levy on the entire property in this state 
is not so material but the state should collect 
a sufficient sum to give every child of school 
age an education, so that the accident of birth, 
whether in a district witVi the big valuation or 
n district with little valuable property should 
not determine what kind of an education such 
child should receive. This aid should be dis- 
tributed to the districts so they wor.ld be able 
to educate the children according to the stand- 
ards cot up by the state. If the school district 
wants any extra frills or extra education let 
it pay for that, but the amount that is neces- 
sary to give all the children in the school a 
good1 common school education should be borne 
by the state and by the property .of the state. 
Where there is the least assessed valuation we 
generally find the most children and the harden 
of taxation falls altogether too heavily -upon 
them.

a total or $28,950 more for the 341,118 pounds 
of fat delivered to the creamery than 
'they 


would have received had they sold it to the 
cream buying stations -where top Chicago for 
92 score butter is paid per pound for fat.

In 1917 
our new up-to-date creamery building was con- 
structed and equipped with modern creamery 
machinery where the milk and cream is re- 
ceived and handled during all of its plrocess of 
manufacture under absolute sanitary condi- 
tions by F. M. Werner, our efficient butter- 
maker.
